BURBANK--Spokesmen for The 
Walt Disney Company announced 
today that Roger Rabbit's new 
exploits will be written and drawn 
by some of the top talents in 
comics. 


The lead story in each issue 
will be written by Kate Worley. 
Worley has written comics since 
1986, including work for 
"Critters," "Strip AIDS USA" and 
"Wimmen's Comix." 


The pencil artist of the lead 
story and the cover is Rick Hoberg, 
who has drawn comics from super- 
heroes to the funny animal Captain 
Carrot, plus such animated 
television series as "G.I. Joe" and 
"Transformers." 


The cover's inker is Steve 
Leialoha, who has inked 
"Batman," "The X-Men," "Howard 
the Duck," and many others. His 
other toon work includes Saturday 
morning cartoons. 


The lead's colorist is Janice 
Cohen, who has colored comic for 
all of the major comics companies, 
as well as the "Spider-Man" comic 
strip. 


The writer of the backup 
story is Doug Rice, who has 
worked for DC ("Plastic Man," 
"Manhunter"), Marvel ("What 
Th--?!"), First ("Dynamo Joe") and 
Comico (""Starblazers"). 


The backup's artist is Bill 
Langley, formerly art director for 
comics at Disney and inker of the 
Roger Rabbit graphic novel, "The 
Resurrection of Doom."

Comic Book Letter 


BURBANK--The editor of 
Roger Rabbit's comic book, 
David Seidman, has called for 
readers to fill the magazine's 
letters column. 


"Short letters are best," he 
explained. "The shorter they are, 
the more we can print." 


He added, "Readers should 
type their letters if they can, just 
because typing is easy to read. If 
typing isn't possible, printing is 
just fine. Even handwriting's 
OK, as long as it's clear and 
legible." 


Column Needs Mail 


The editor continued, "We 
can't print everything that the 
readers write, but we will read it 
all and pay close attention to it. 
We want to know what the 
readers like and what they 
don't." 


The editor mentioned that 
he's most eager to know not just 
what readers like or dislike, but 
why. 


The editor explained, "The 
readers are the real editors of this 
book, and we want to know their
